THE -SCOTT AND 
GEABY ACTS 


BKNDERED HUGATORY. 


Provisions for Adtuittatice of Chi- 


nese Immigrants Under 


Restrictions. 


WABUINOTO.V, March 21.— The senate 


committee on foreign relations has been 
considering an important Chinese treaty 
negotiated by tho now Chinese minister 
and Secretary Greuhain, It ia said it 
does not meet the approval* of some of 
the members of the committee. The 
opposition, while it was considerable, 
lias not been sufficient to prevent its 
jeing reported favorably. AB negotiated 
tho treaty practically acts aside and su- 
uersedcs tho Scott exclusion act and tho 
recently enacted Geary law. It is an 
in migration treaty ami provides for tho 
admittance of Chinese immigrants under 
restrictions. H also has for its object 
the protection of Chinese already in this 
country. 


While it does not repeal the Geary 


law, it is said to render it nugatory iu 
many particulars. The treaty will have 


cllic coast ami western senators are al- 
ready vigorously fighting it. The now 
treaty, it IB understood, runs for twenty 
years. If at tho expiration of twenty 
gear's neither government ahull give no- 
Lice of • its intention to have it termin- 
ated then It shall remain in force an- 
other twenty years. Provision is made 
for tho return of any chinaman who has 
a lawful wife, child or parent in tho 
United States, or property to the amount 
of $1000, or debts due him to that 
amount. 
In return 
for concessions 


granted by this country to better pro- 
tect the Chinese peoplulhu Chinese gov- 
ernment is to take greater precautions 
Lo provont the coming ol Chinese labor- 
ers to this country.

C. J. Stilwell in Contempt 


of Court. 


BENCH WARRANT FOR DR.WATSON 


An Excitiiiff Day iu Which the At- 


torneys Warm Up for the 


Occasion. 


Yesterday was the first field day since 


the trial of the Heath caae began and 
exciting episodes followed thick and 
fast. 


Evidence was offered with regard to 


an umbrella left by Heath at the Fresno 
hotel about three weeks before the mur- 
der, on the handle of which a letter "H" 
had been cut, but the court ruled this 
out. 


Then a theatrical witness with a 44- 


caliber voice was introduced to estab- 
lish a bloodthirsty threat made by tho 
defendant towards the deceased about 
two months prior to the murder and the 
music of the day began. 


After him came Henry D. Bigelow, 


better known as "Polio, 
whose pale 


face told only too well the hard battle 
ho had been having with a rheumatic 
attack. He 'gave his testimony with tho 
same sweet smile that marked his face 
when in adventurous mood he inter- 
viewed John Sontag and No. 3053 of 
Fohjom in the outskirts of Sampson 
Flat. 


Following him came C. J. Stilwell, 


quondam journalist, hut now detective, 
who was prominent in the investigation 
that led up to the indictment and who 
dotes upon Mr. Foote, who cross-exam- 
ined him, with a negation of fondness 
and 
affection, 
w^uch is thoroughly 


mutual and which is superlative in 
character. 


Mr. Stilwell declined to divulge an 


office secret of the Examiner at the 
command of the court, and was or- 
dered to u dungeon cell, but before 
court adjourned the matter was ad- 
justed, 
and 
the 
order 
revoked, 


There was a deal of legal fencing and 


sparring in tho course of which Mr. 
1'ooto got over the trace, Mr. Tuppcr 
pointed and shook his fingers at the wit- 
ness, Mr. Short shifted 
tho 
laugh 


to tho other aide and Mr. Johnson, 
placid and serene aa a May morning 
landed his fatal objection with the regu- 
larity of well ordered housekeeping. 


Affidavits were filed with regard to 


tho condition of Dr. Watson's ncalth. 
Ho is said to lie ill at hie residence at 
danger, and tho sheriff was quietly 
handed a bench warrant at the close of 
court, on the motion of the prosecution, 
and went over last night to see if ho is 
able to attend. It is said that a couple 
of physicians wont over to make an ex- 
amination. Both sides arc anxious to 
have him in court, and if ho ia not able 
to put in an appearance today there may 
be a further adjournment. 


MOItN'INO HICSSIOX. 


Mrs. Laura .1. Craycroft, wife of City 


Trustee 0. J. Craycroft, tcwtifled that 
for eight years last past she had boon 
proprietress 6f tho Fresno House, corner 
of 'In lure and M strcota, and in July 
and August, 1892, had Iva Hell, now 
Mr*, llfllj in her employ in tho hotel. 


On July 29, 1802, »lie wont to Santa 


Crux and was gono ton days. Prior to 
leaving and on July 27th Heath camo 
there in tho evening and engaged a 
room. Ho had an umbrella and :*. small 
hand satchel with him. She slio'oC-d 
him to room No. 7. On her return 
from Santa Cruz she found an umbrella 
in the room. The umbrella was shown 
witness and jdon tided as tho one found. 
(The umbrella waa a light silk one and 
which it was brought out in the evi- 
dence, it has two metal plates on the 
handle. Tho one at tho end haa a letter 
"H" marked on It by repeated scratch- 
ing, and the one on tho aide has the let- 
ters *'F. H. O." cut in it with clear, sin- 
gle cuts of a knife or sharp instrument.) 
No one occupied the room between the 
time of her return and tier finding the 
umbrella that sli« had knowledge of. 


On cross-examination she stated that 


she waa in the district attorney's office 
with Mrs. Hill talkhiK with Mr. Short 
on Monday forenoon when Mr. Tuppor 
went iu there after some papers. Itoom 
7 in tho Fresno House was almost at the 
bend of the staira; a prominent room 
easily reached, and easily reached by 
lodgers. Heath was there on nights of 
July 27th, 28th and 20th. He waa not a 
regular hoarder; did not register. Had 
never seen Heath until that time. Her 
son, atep son or some one Bitting in Hie 
hotel at the time said it was Heath. Did 
not give any particular attention to tho 
umbrella or satchel at the time; only 
noticed that ho had them. He aaid he 
wanted the room for a few days. 


She got back homo about the 10th or 


12lh of August; did not know who had 
occupied tho room in her absence; when 
she returned she found the umbrella; 
eho put it away in a closet; took no 
steps to inform Mr. Heath about the 
umbrella; did not speak of it until after 
her return from the World's Fair in 
1803, when {he Heath trial was being 
talked of and tbo letter "H" on tho pis- 
tol found ; she gavo tho umbrella into 
tho possession of her husband. 


On redirect she stated that the um- 


brella, was in the same condition aa 
when found liy her. 


Mrs. Iva Hill of Lemoore, Kings 


county, testified that in August, 1802, 
she waa unmarried and that her name 
then was Iva Ball, and that she was in 
Mrs. Craycroft's employ. She remem- 
bered the letting of room No. 7 and that 
Heath remained two nights after Mrs. 
Craycroft wont to Santa Crux. No one 
else occupied the room that she had any 
knowledge of during Mrs. CraycrofL's 
absence. 


On 
cross-examination she testified 


that no one occupied the room for the 
ten days that Mrs. Craycroft was ab- 
sent. Had no independent recollection 
of who had occupied tho room at any 
time during the ten dnya prior to Mrs. 
Craycroft leaving for Santa Crux or the 
ten days subsequent to her return ; there 
wcro nineteen rooms in tho house; she 
did not recollect who occupied any of a 
number of rooms mentioned by their 
numbers during the absence of Mrs. 
Crnycroft, except No. 7. 


Monday and went to tho district attor- 
ney's ollice with Mrs. Craycroft about 


11 20a.m. \Vassubpcnacd at Lemoore 
by Officer Wofford, who said ho Inul a 
subpona for her in the Heath case; told 
him ahe did not remember who all 
stopped at tho hotel.

had been a witness in thy case?" uekcd 
Mr.Tupper. 


Mr. Johnson objected to epithets be- 


ing applied Lu Wolford, and the court 
ruled "this fellow" out, and the attor- 
neys compromised on "Officer" AVofford. 


They did not talk much about tho cose 


at any time ; that she was in town on 
the previous day when an adjournment 
was taken for want of witnesses was 
brought out by further cross-examina- 
tion. 


The prosecution offered tho umbrella 


in evidenco and tho court on objection 
ruled H out as immaterial. 


Stewart Goodwin of San Francisco 


was the next new witness called. He 
arrived in Fresno, Saturday, July 2d, 
1892, and was in Dragor's saloon on Sun- 
day evening, August 3d, with hia friend, 
Henry Chase, then of Fresno, and a 
friend of hia. Heath and three others 
wero present at the bar drinking. Heath 


I'll do him before another holiday," and 
brought his hand down with a, blow on 
the bar. 
Heath was drinking. 


On cross-examination witness stated 


that he had been iu the theatrical busi- 
ness for a number of years, and is now 
the business manager of the Temple 
theatre, run by Harry Maynard, which 
he described as a nice place, where "a 
refined vaudeville entertainment, with 
sketches" was given, and whose patron- 
age consisted of more ladies than gen- 
tlemen. It was not a dive, and there 
were no female waiters there. He did 
not know that Harry Maynard was a 
prize-lighter and dog-fighter. He had 
talked with Mr. StlTwell and Attorney 
Merzbach in San Francisco. 


He never saw Heath until the time he 


made the threat in Drager's saloon and 
had not aeon him since until lie camo 
into court yesterday when ho recognized 
him. He iirst told of this matter to T. 
H. Bartloy in San Francisco. Heath 
was dressed aa a working man at the 
time. He remembered him on account 
of the threat. 


Henry Bigelow, the well known Sail 


Francisco journalist, was the next wit- 
ness. He had known Heath several 
years, and C. J. Stilwell for over three 
years. Hud an interview with Heath in 
the latter part of December, 1892, in tho 
Examiner office. 
Heath 
elated 
his 


theory of tho murder was that Me- 
Whirter had been killed by a young 
married 
man whoso wife had been 


wronged by McWhirter prior to her 
marriage. Heath referred them to Mr. 
M. Parsons and M. Morrow. One of 
those persona ho said had seen Mo 
Whirter and this man in u violent dis- 
pute under tho gas light the night prev- 
ious to the murder, and the theory was 
that bo had killed UleWhirler. Heath 
gave them letters cf introduction to 
Morrow and Parsons. Heath stated at 
that intorv.ow thut he went to bed 
early; between 0 and 10 o'clock the 
night of the murder and heard of it the 
next morning. 


On cross-examinnlion 
Mr. Uigclow 


stated that ho could not slate positively 
tho hour at which Heath said he re- 
tired. Heath apoko of being 'shocked to 
hear of tho death of McWhlrtor, who 
was his friend and spoke kindly uf him. 
Ho said lie. did not rcmembor of stating 
to Mr. Mcl'ike that Mr. Stilwoll and 
himself contemplated investigating the 
case, one taking the theory of suicide 
and tho other that of assassination and 
work It up for the Kxamincr,nor of asking 
him for some one who was well acquain- 
ted with noople in Fresno; did not recol- 
lect that Mr. McPike referred them to 
Heath. 


Mr, MoPike gavo them Heath's city 


address and thuy sent u messenger boy 
after him, asking him to como to the 
oltico at a fixed time. Heath camo in 
response, and offered all tho assistance 
in his power and gavo them letters to 
people in Fresno. Ho mentioned tho 
name of Mr. Luttrcll and thinks ho said 
that it was Mr. Luttrcll's theory that 
McWbirtor waa killed by tho young 
man referred to, and also of Mr. Par- 
sons or Mr. Morrow. 


On redirect ho stated that ho had mot 


Heath before the witness became inter- 
ested in the case of McWhirlor'a mur- 
der. Ho advised witness to work tho 
case up and told him about the aamo 
story at that time. 


On recrosa-exam i nation lie stated that 


Heath told him that ho was greatly in- 
terested in the cage. Does not remem- 
ber exactly what Heath aaid ulrant Am- 
brose Jlicrce's article in the Examiner, 
in which he put forward tbo theory ol 
suicide. lie was put out about tho mat- 
ter and condemned 'the suicide theory, 
as an effort to keep McWhirter's wife 
and little boy out of the iuaiirniice 
money. 


Charles J. Stilwell, formerly a journ- 


alist, and now hoail of a private detec- 
tive agency in Sun Francisco, was the 
next witness. Ho Iirst met Heath in 
December, 1802. 
He- had taken much 


interest in the case, having been em- 
ployed on the part of the prosecution by 
Mr. Itlasingame. He contradicted the 
tcHtimony of Henry Jligolow about their 
joint interview with Heath at the Ex- 
aminer ollice in December, 18U2. Heath 
stated that he thought he had an im- 
portant clue and' stated that a man 
named Morrow had 
seen McWhirter 


quarreling tho night before the murder 
with a young man whoso wife had con- 
fessed that McWhirter was tho father of 
her child recently born, and that it was 
thought this young man killed him. He 
asked Heath for letters of introduction 
and he gavo him letters to Morrow and 
Farflons, and came to Fresno tho next 
day. At that conversation Heath BIIU! 
he went lo bed between 8 and 0 o'clock 
and that the first thing ho heard when 
he got up the next morning was of the 
murder of McWhirter. 


He was in.Frcsuo three or four days 


and whim he returned to Han Francisco 
he told Heath there was no foundation 
lor liia story. He told him tho theory 
was that there were th ree men engaged in 
the nsaauci nation, and that one rang tho 
bell to call McWhirtcr out and that tho 
other two killed him, and that if tho 
one who rang the bell would come for- 
ward and divulge he would probably be 
allowed to go free. Heath made some 
commonplace remark, such na "Is that 
so?" 


When Heath waa arrested in March, 


1803, he i-aine to Fresno with Detective 
McFarlane, who had Heath in charge. 
Heath dictated a statement to him, 
which the witness wroto down and tele- 
graphed to the Examiner from Tracy on 
March Kt, 1803, and appeared in the 
paper the next day. Tho statement in 
substance was Unit ho came in from tho

In 
the majority of instances restoration of 
animation cannot be effcctoil. Tho lungs 
iiniy be emptied of the water; the life 
giving air, so abundant, is at hand— and 
if it could only be forced into the organs 
and respiration started life could be re- 
uevml. Physicians' efforts to solve the 
problem have been unceasing, but. says 
Dr. De Baun, misdirected, 


When a man is rescued from the wa- 


ter, tho first thing done is to empty tho 
lungs of water by rolling him on a* bar- 


l or lifting him from the ground head 
ownward. Then he is laid on Ins 
im-k, tho arms raised to cxpnnd tho 
Ijiugs and a ryhthmic contraction ami 
xpansion of the chest walls effected by 


alU'niate pressure and relaxation. Some- 
itiK's (lie forcing process has boon kept 
ip for hours with ultimate success, but 
•unsideriiig the possibilities recognized 
:i artificial respiration th-j results have 
iec:i f;ir from encouraging. 


Dr. De Baun has worked on an eutire- 


y new line, and tho result of his expcri- 
ui'iits and observation is a method of 
nternal respiration, which, he claims, 
i-jimiot possibly fail. His attention was 
first directed io the subject by u easy of 
suspended animation in a newly born 
child. It has been the practice in such 
cases to force nir into the lungs of the 
::ifjint by breathing into its month and 
then contracting tho luiijis by pressure 
upon the chest.

Dr. De Baun decided to try a new ex- 


pedient. Ho passed a .small rubber tube 
through the nose of tlio infant and d.j\vn 
into the throat.

iK brought to tho factory, when tho nil- 
ira is H'parak'd from tho graphite by u 
By-stem (similar to that employed in sep- 
arating tree gold from ore. It is crush- 
ed into n lino powder and then mixed 
wilh water, which Hows over 'bumper 
table*.1 The weight nf Dm lead causes 
it lo collect on the tablet!, nnd tho silica 
and bast* materials (low ulf with the, 
water. The lead is then taken and mix- 
ed with clay in a mortar. 


"Tho clay is used as a temper to tho 


lend. 
Tho moro clay used tho harder 


tlio lead becomes, i\a when tho mixture 
is linked tho heat affects tho clay, hard- 
ening it, whilu it has no effect upon tho 
graphite. 
Tho misturo is then placed 


in a hydraulic press, which forces it out 
liko a black twine. This iH run upon 
tables, where it is cut in lengths of 7 
inches, the length of a regular lend pen- 
cil, niid'Hlraightened. It is then placed 
in tho ovens. I liavoneen n continuous 
piece of this mixture of clay nnd graph- 
ite a milo loiif.; como from tho press. 
Tho pieces of lead are taken from tho 
oven nnd placed in tho wood, which is 
mado in two pieces, then cemented to- 
gether.

consequences. 


Mr. Johnson asked for an hour's time 


to send u dispatch to tho Examiner for 
the requisite permission to answer. 


Judge Shaw said it was not a question 


for the newspaper to determine, but for 
the court. ''Suppose," eald hu, "the 
Examiner tells him not to answer." 
Tho court then asked what the money 
was to be used for, and upon failure of 
a aatiefactory answer he ordered the 
witness committed to jail, and that the 
examination proceed on other points. 


On hia first visit to Fresno, Morrow 


told him that he had seen the young 
married man and McWhirter'iu a quar- 
rel; that he had been led to suspect 
Heath; had got acquainted with Sea- 
ward, Speaee and Daly.

placed across them on the inside. In some of tlio newer models a modification of 
the old-time skirt eAlenc or is used, a (Ine steel spring in a casing, which is tacked 
to the inner edjjeB of the plaits, and the ends arc connected by ribbons tied so as 
U) give the desired contour to tlio back. This skirt is most suitable for silk or 
woolen fabrics, and combines well with any style of basque or waist. 


Half of the pattern is given in three nieces: Front and two gores. Fit the 


darts very carefully in the front, piece before cutting them off. Lay the ton of 
the gores in box plaits on the outside, according to the boles. Put an interlining 
of split wadding in the gores to keep them from crushing and tack the inner cdee 
of tho plaits to tapes placed across them on the inside to keep them in position 


Cut the front with the front edge placed on a lengthwise fold of the goods- 


the back with the hack edge placed on a lengthwise fold, and tho other Korea 
lengthwise down the middle. 


Uefore cutting the goods be careful to read "Directions for Cutting" printed 
on the envelope. 


The medium size will require seven and a quarter yards of goods 24 inches 
wide. 


The large si/e will require seven and three-quarters yards of gooda 24 inches 
wide.
